New York, November 13.—(4)— 
Governor Alfred E. Smith told the 
country over the radio tonight that 
the principles of the democratic party 
were as great in defeat as they wo ld 
have been in victory, and that it was 
the party’s duty to “carry on and 
vindicate” the principles for which it 
had fought. 

Standing before a microphone in a 
National Broadcasting studio, the de- 
feated democratic presidential, candi- 
date delivered what many had. illed 
his political valedictory. 

His speech, broadcast over a nation- 
wide hookup of stations, urged united 
support of Herbert Hoover—although 
he did not mention him by name—as- 
serting that the man selected by the 


people last Tuesday to lead the coun- 


try was “not the president of the re- 
publican party, but president of the 
United States.” 

“We Are Americans.” 

It would not do, said 
Smith, to let bitterness, rancor or 
indignation over the result “blind us 
to the outstanding fact that we are 
Americans.” 

Referring to the thousands of let- 
ters he said he had received since the 
election and since he had announced 
that he would not again be a candi- 
date for public office, the governor 
said he had been asked “not to lose 
interest” in the democratic party. 


He said he did not regard the de- 
feat of his party as interfering with 
the soundness of the principles for 


-which it stood, and that with al! the 


vigor he could command he would 
continue not only to stand for those 


. principles but to “battle for them.” 
‘He added a pledge of increasing in- 
‘terest in and devotion to them. 


“Now that the dust and smoke of 


‘battle have cleared away, I am grate- 


ful for the privilege extended to me 
by the democratic national committee 
of speaking to millions of my fellow- 
citizens and of presenting to them

He returned to his home in the 
city and a few hours later shot him- 
self in the chest with a pistol. He 
died soon afterward. 

Acquaintances of Captain Obregon 
said that his conduct was sometimes 
erratic. His father General Jose 
Obregon, a brother of the slain pres- 
ident-elect. 

Although only.bis parents have been 
allowed to visit Leon Toral Captain 
Obregon gained admission to the peni- 
tentiary today because he was well 
known by the authorities.

Wyoming Arrives. 

As dawn broke, with the grey but 
welcome light of day in the place 
of inky darkness pierced only by the 
long beams of signals and of search- 
lights, the rescue was well under way. 

Captain Carey and 52 passengers 
and crew were pulled aboard the tank- 
er Myriam. 

The Berlin picked up a lifeboat 
with 23 passengers and crew safe 
with it. 

The steamship Sunecow passed some 
200 miles away. 

“Do you need help?’ it asked by 
radio, 

“Come on,” was the typical sea- 
man’s answer which flashed back from 
the tanker Myriam. “More boats to 
pick up.” 

So on came the Sunecow, ready to 
help as long as there was more work 
to do. 

The great, grey Wyoming nosed her 
way through the trouble waters. One 
by one during the morning this fight- 
ing ship picked eight men and wor- 
en from the sea—men and women who 
had been floating for hours sustained 
only by their fragile life belts. 

Sea Rolls High. 


All day long the rescue fleet pa- 
trolled back and forth over a radius 
of 100 miles from the last position 
given by the Vestris. They found 
wreckage; they found floating life 
belts—empty:; one ship reports find- 
ing an overturned life boat.

While the search at sea went on 
through the day and night, there were 
busy scenes in the cabins of the rescue 
ships, where the survivors were being 
cared for. Many of the less hardy 
among those saved were aAuffering 
severely from cold, from exposure to 
the wind; from drenching by the salty 
water; and many from shock. 

Stewards and ships’ doctors passed 
among the survivors, giving first aid 
—frequently consisting of nothing 
more than a double measure of rum 
—providing warm blankets, hot cof- 
fee and food. 

Passengers Seek Friends, 

Those suffering the most were sent 
to bed in quiet staterooms. Officers of 
the freighters and passengers as well 
as officers of the other ships stood 
ready to give up their comfort quar- 
ters to them. 

Some were almost hysterical. Oth- 
ers were exhausted. One man was 
reported so soundly asleep when taken 
from the life boat that he could not 
be awakened and doctors feared his 
sleep was that of last-consciousness. 

Then there was the scurry of pas- 
sengers to learn the fate of their 
fellow travelers. 

C. J. Slaughter, of Chieago. an of- 
ficial of the International Harvester 
company, pulled aboard the American 
Shipper, learned a few hours later 
that his wife was aboard the French 
tanker Myriam, guest of a rugged 
crew. 

Mrs. Yoshio Inouye, wife of Major 
Yoshio Inouye, consul-general of Jap- 
an at Buenos Aires, was lifted from a 
lifebelt and brought aboard the Wy- 
oming. But late tonight she still 
waited for word from her husband, 
Thus far his name has not appeared 
umong those saved, and hope that he 
has survived was fading. 

The lists of survivors were anxious- 
ly scanned on ship and shore for the 
name of Miké O'’Laughilin, the radio 
operator who stayed at his key until 
the captain's boat put off—who, with 
Captain Carey, was one of the last to 
leave the ship. But nowhere could his 
name be found and he may have gone 
down near the spot where his day's 
work had ended. 


Life Raft Capsizes. 

The liner Berlin took from the wa- 
ter a man who-had been drifting for 
hours in a lifebelt. He had strength 
enough left to tell the ship's officers 
that he had seen a woman and child 
flouting together somewhere near by. 
The Berlin searched over a two-mile 
radius, but late today had reported no 
trace of the woman and child. 

Other survivors described a life raft 
capsizing just before nightfall Mon- 
day, throwing its passengers into the 
sea, to meet whatever fate was in 
store for them. A number of those 
picked up floating in life belts were 
believed to have been from that raft. 
They had drifted all night long, wait- 
ing for rescue; unable to help them- 
selves, yet kept from sinking by the 
rings which were strapped about them. 

In the lifeboats there had been suf- 
fering from cold and from drenching 
from the breaking waves and the fly- 
ing spray. But strong-armed sailors 
and cléar-headed officers had fought 
off the elements. Some of the sailors 
came aboard rescue ships with arnts 
swollen and hands torn from tugging 
at the oars. 

While the sea was piling heavy with 
the drama of life and death, on shore 
a dozen agencies vere at work to give 
what help they ecmld.

WALSH TESTIFIES 
IN STEWART TRIAL 


Washington, November 13.—(/)— 
Counsel for Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the board of the Standard Oil 
company of Indiana, hammered to- 
day against the accuracy of the print- 
ed record of the senate publie lands 
committee hearings last February, 
when the oil man gave testimony 
about the Continental Trading com- 
pany upon which the perjury charge 
he is now facing was based. 

In his questioning of three govern- 
ment witnesses, including Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana, Frank 
J. Hogan, chief counsel for Stewart. 
contended that scores of discrepancies 
existed between what actually was 
said and what appeared in the record. 

Senator Testifies. 

When questioned by Leo A. Rover. 
district attorney, the Montana senator 
testified that Stewart had told the 
committee he knew nothing about the 
distribution of bonds by the Continen- 
~ company. Rover sought to bring 
up testimony subsequently given by 
'the oil man to the committee that 
he had turned over $759,000 of the 
bonds to a trustee, but this was passed 
temporarily after Hogan had presented 
a prepared objection to Justice Jen- 
nings Bailey. 

On cross-examination, defense coun- 
sel questioned Walsh closely while 
reading at length exchanges between 
the committee members and Stewart 
on February 2 and 3. The senator 


Ilogan that certain questions ani 
answers had been erroneously reported. 

The resolution presented by Walsh 
to the senate asking Stewart’s arrest 
on contempt charges after his refusal 
to answer some questions also was 
read by Hogan, who then asked why 
the purported denial by Stewart of 
knowledge about any recipients of the 
bonds, including Albert S. Fall, who 
leased Teapot Dome to Harry F. Sin- 
clair, had not been cited. Walsh said 
he could give no reason.

Geor- 
gia Tech, Florida and ‘Tennessee are 
bowling along at the top of the south- 
ern conference heap, all with spotless 
slates and all helping to beat the 
gridiron tomtoms for Dixie as they 
seliom have been beaten before. 

Last year the situation was revers- 
ed when the Georgia rivals came down 
to the climax conflict. Georgia's Bull- 
dogs were riding the crest, They had 
beaten a great Yale team, with Bruce 
Caldwell, and won nine in a row only 
to have their national title hopes 
smeared in the mud of Grant field by 
Tech's mighty array. 

Irony of Fate. 

Now it is Tech's turn to be trav- 
eling along high, wide and handsome 
while Georgia has absorbed defeats at 
the hands of Yale and Florida, It 
would be an ironie gesture for the 
Bulldogs to take revenge and conquer 
their old rivals, Tech, in the final 
game, assuming the Yellow J: ¢kets 
go until then without a defeat.

The long anticipated conference be- 
tween the promoter and the ex-cham- 
pion took place this afternoon in Rick- 
ard’s office, and while the two of them 
were 48 evasive in their conversation 
as relatives at the reading of a will, 
it was obvious to the United News’ 
unofficial observer that they had some- 
thing on their minds besides golf and 
fishing. 

Nothing Definite. 

Nothing definite has been disclosed 
or settled at this time, but. reading be- 
tween the lines of their chatter fight 
fans may form their own conclusions, 

The scene is Rickard’s office, with 
the promoter, just returned from 
Florida, lolling at his ease with feet 
on an expensive mahogany desk and | 
an unlighted cigar twisted in his lean 
mouth. Midafternoon sunlight slants 
through a high window, touches up the 
pattern on an expensive Persian rug 
and glints on an inexpensive cuspidor. 

Dempsey strolls in, unannounced, 
twirling bis light grey hat. 

“Hello, Tex, howsa kid?” 

“Kine. How're you, Jack?” 

“Great. Whenja get in?’ 

“This morning. How long you been 
around?” 

“Oh, I’ve been in town about two 
weeks, Tex.”

It might be pointed out that Chi- 
cago and Michigan had _ altrost as 
much to meet—also Notre Dame—but 
they haven’t gone as far along the 
winning lane. 

Nebraska has drawn a rugged pro- 
gram with Pittsburgh and the Arms 
added to its own territorial consign- 
ments, but even Nebraska's schedule 
hasn't quite matched the Army and 
Ohio State. 

Yale is called on to face a harder 
schedule than Princeton—inasmuch as 
Yale Lad to meet the Army early. 
But Princeton with Cornell. Ohio 
State, Yale and the Navy has no 
canter. 

A team might deserve much more 
credit from a close defeat at the bands 
—and feet—of a strong team than by 
two victories over much weaker ones,

Plea Is Made so That Explo- 
rations Can Be Made 
by Radio. 


BY MARTIN CODEL, 
(Copyright, 1928, by the North American 
Newspaper Alliance.) 

Washington, November 13.—The 
American petroleum industry has re- 
newed its plea for enough short wave 
ehannels to conduct oil explorations 
by radio. 


This is one of the unique uses of 
radio which Professor ©. M. Jansky, 
Jr., the University of Michigan radio 
engineer and the industry's consultant, 
has stated is fast replacing the divin- 
ing rod and has already led to the 
discovery of oil deposits in the south- 
west worth about one hundred million 
dollars. 

Professor Jansky, Jr., was one of 
the experts from the industry and 
government bureaus who testified be- 
fore the federal radio commission to- 
day at the hearing on applications for 
a series of high frequency channels 
for geophysical prospecting. No real 
opposition to the requests developed, 
but the granting of the waves test de- 
pends largely upon the outcome of 
the conference of North American 
governments in the appointment of 
the high frequency spectrum for con- 
tinental uses. 

This conference will be held in 
Ottawa, Canada, at a date yet to be 
arranged between the state depart- 
ment and the other governments, It 
will probably take place during the 
latter part of this month, or early 
in December, according to William R. 
Vallance, assistant solicitor of the 
state department. Radio officials of 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico, and the Unit- 
ed States will participate. 

Because geophysical explorations 
probably will be carried on in these 
countries also, it is expected that little 
diffieulty will be experienced by the

Cotton was quiet today and somewhat 
irregular but on the whole showed a 


steady undertone and a moderate ad- 
vance on expectations of full figures 
on domestic consumption for October 
and trade buying. After selling at 
19.50 at the start January reacted to 
19.59 under southern selling or real- 
izing, but later advanced to "19.61 and 
closed at 19.54 compared with 19.45 
at the close of the previous day. The 
general market closed steady at net 
advances of 8 to 11 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 4 to 7 points, in sympathy 
with relatively steady Liverpool 
cables, but there was some hedging, 
which with further realizing or liqui- 
dation supplied the initial demand and 
caused reactions of several points, De- 
cember sold off to 19.44 and May to 
19.26 under this early pressure, mak- 
ing net Josses of about 4 to 6 points, 
but the offeringgs tapered off at these 
figures and the market steadied later 
on covering and trade buying.

New Orleans, November 13.—()— 
Trading in cotton contracts was de- 
cidedly actiye today, although price 
fluctuations were comparatively nar- 
row. ‘The general trend of the mar- 
ket, however, was upward, prices be- 
ing influenced by a_ bullish private 
consumption total and éxpectations of 
a large official total tomorrow. At 
the highest January contracts traded 
at 19.07, and closed at 18.97, com- 
pared with 18.81, the day's. low, and 
IS.82, Saturday's closing quotation. 
The general market closed steady at 
net advances of 15 to 25 points. 

Liverpool cables were favorable and 
the opening here was firm, first trades 
showing an advance of 9 to 12 points. 
The initial firmness was due in part 
to adjustment of local prices with the 
advance in New York and Liverpool 
yesterday while the market bere was 
closed. Prices continued to advance 
after the start under trade buying 
and price fixing until December sold 
at 18.90, January 18.85 and March 
18.96, or 18 to 17 points above the 
previous close. 

Demand tapered off at the advance 
aud the higher prices attracted prol- 
it taking by early buyers which car- 
ried the price level 14 to 15 points 
down from the highs and almost paral- 
lel with Saturday's close. ‘Towards 
noon, however, the issuance of a bull- 
ish consumption total of 615,000 bales 
by a private authority brought out 
rather free covering by shorts. There 
was also more or less trade buying 
attributed.to the active stock market.
